William Read!e was born in a little vil- 
lage near London. In the year 1755, he 
went out to Barbadoes, with Governor Pin- 
fold, where he stayed six years, and thea 
returned to England. In 1762, he pur- 
chased a small quantity of goods, and 
hrought them to New k, and thence to 
Stratford in Coaonecticut, where he lived 
about two years. ‘Thence he removed to 
Derby. where he continued a year or two, 
ind thence to Fairfield. Here he marri- 
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mising. Beadle in his writings, which 
were numerous, professed himself a deist, 
| and declared that a man was, in his opin- 
ion, a mere machine, unaccountable for 
his actions, and incapable of either virtue 
or vice. The idea of Revelation he re- 
“jected with contempt: at the same time, 
he reprobated the vices of others in the 
| strongest terme, and spoke of duty, in the 
very same writings, in language decisive- 
ly expressive of his belief in the existeace 
| of both duty and sin. The Jury of inquest | 
pronounced him to be of sound mind, and 
brought in a verdict of murder and sul- 
| cide. 

| The inhabitants of Wethersfield, frantic 
with indignation and horror at a crime so 
unnatural and monstrous, and at the sight 
| of a !ady and her children, for whom they 
| had the highest regard, thus butchered 
by one who ought to have protected them 
at the hazard of his life, took his body, | 
as they found it, and dragged it on a small 
sled to the bank of the river, without any 
coffin, with the bloody knife tied upon :t, 
and buried it, as they would have bared 
the carcass of a beast, between high and 
low water mark. 

Tae corpses of the unhappy family were 
the next day carried, with every mark of 
respect, to the church, where a sermon 
was preached toa very numerous con- 
coutse of sincere mourners. They were 
then interred in the common burying- 
ground, and in one grave. 

Mrs. Beadle was 32 years of age, and 
the eldest child about 15. Beadle was 52 | 
fears of age, of small stature, and of an 
ordinary appearance. He was contempla- 
tive, possessed good sense, loved reading, 
and delighted in intelligent conversation. 
His manners were gentlemanly, and his 
disposition hospitable.

Had this man possessed even a little 
share of the patience and fortitude ofa

Finally, there is a committee of four, 
charged with keeping up the relations 
subsisting between ithe Jews of Palestine 
and those of Constantinople. The Eastern 
Jews make it a point of duty, at least, to 
visit the Holy Land, if their a@airs will 
not permit them to go there in their old 
age to die; and they send considerable 
sums to Jerusalem for the support of these 
devotees. A vessel leaves Constantinople 
every year, Carrying from a hundred and 
fifty to two hundred pilgrims of both sex- 
es—The rich pilgrims pay the passage of 
the poorer ones. Assembled in the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, they weep bitterly over 
the graves of their ancestors, and pray 
fervently for the forgiveness of their own 
sins, aod those of the nation, both living 
and dead. 

An American Republican in looking ov- 
er the form of government above stated, 
will object that the people are very im- 
perfectly represented in the national as- 
sembly. This is true ; but it is observable 
that in this national assembly, constituted 
as already mentioned, those who lay the 
taxes pay them nearly all themselves; a 
singularity worth notice, and which I des- 
pair of seeing imitated. 

There are several reflections which 
present themselves, arising out of this 
subject, which, however extraordinary 
they may appear at first sight, will, név- 
ertheless, on examination be found ai true 
as extraordinary.
